FARWELL TALKS AS ‘BREWER’ 


In Rockford Pulpit He Tells How 
He Will Try to Save Souls at 
Brewers’ Convention. 


TAFT'S AID FINDS ONE DEFENDER 


Arthur Burrage Farwell went to Rockford 
yesterday to denounce the brewers and their 
congress, while hundreds of Chicago con- 
gregations prayed, in response to his request, 
for the souls of Secretary of Agriculture W1!- 
son and all others connected with the Coil- 
seum exposition. 

From the pulpit of the First Presbyterian 
church in Rockford Mr. Farwell hurled a 
deflance at the beer makers. He said he 
would make use of his newly acquired mem- 
bership in the congress by praying personally 
with them as he “ would with any other poor 
sinner.”’ 

It Was Temperance Sunday. 

It was Temperance Sunday, and clergymen 
in'practically every pulpit in the city and 
suburbs touched on _ the —International 
Brewers’ exposition, which opens Oct. 12, and 
lasts ten days. This is the event which ted 
Mr. Farwell to send to every ministers’ con- 
ference in Chicago, and many other organiza- 
tions 4 call for a ten day period of prayer 
to parallél and nullify the “‘ beer show.” 

Farwell, as leader of the prayer crusade, 
voiced the keynote of the campaign: 

“ Prayer is our most effective weapon,” he 
Said. “If these men who are responsible for 
So much of the evil in the world have any 
souls left it is impossible that they should not 
be touched. The volume of prayer that will 
rise for their regeneration and the failure of 


« } their show must find some answer. 


““I stand before you today a member of the 
brewers’ congress. I am amost ashamed to 
say it, but in my heart I know I am sullying 
myself in a good cause. When I get among 
these people—as one of them—I shall work 
in two ways. Firstly, I shal! point out to 
them the evils they are fostering. I shall 
tell how some brewers are standing:‘in with 
police grafters and denizens of the under- 
world and I shall reveal their names. 

“If there is any manhood in the men who 
hear me they will take action of some soft 
against those who are sinning doubly. Then 
I shall work persona!ly and spiritually with 
those that I come in contact with.’’ 

Pastor Myers Won’t Pray. 

The Rev. Johnston Myers at Immanuel 
Baptist church, said: 

“I don’t think it is worth while to pray 
for or against the brewers, and I am not 
going to ask my congregation to include 
the brewers’ affairs in their supplications. 
These brewers are doing great harm, but 
the Lord will take care ofthem. Such things 
defeat themselves without the aid of out- 
siders. The wages of sin is death and the 
brewers are sinning.” 

‘It would seem,’ said the Rev. Frank 
C. Bruner, * there is a political tinge to the 
ruatter that is agitating the entire country 
Secretary Wilson never would be allowed 
to ally himself with the'brewers were Pres- 
ident Taft not in fav6r of it. It looks like 
a play on the part of the administration 
for the support of the brewers.” 


Shock to Ideal in Public Life. 

At the North Shore Congregational church, 
Sheridan road and Wilson avenue, the Rev. 
James 8. Ainslee also criticised Secretary 
Wilson. 

‘‘It is unbecoming for a member of the 
president’s cabinet to give prominence and 
official sanction to such an exposition,” he 
said. ‘It has destroyed the conception of the 
ideal in public life. Mr. Wilson is making a 
mistake and I pray it is brought home to him 
ewiftly.” 

Wilson Finds a Defender, 

Secretary Wilson found an ardent defender 
in Dr. Max Henius, secretary general of the 
exposition. 

“Mr. Wilson consented to act as our hon- 
orary president because there is a precedent 
that the secretary of agriculture interest 
himself in the brewers’ congresses. For 
years this has been the case. Then, again, the 
exposition has a great international aspect. 
Practically every one of the European coun- 
tries will be represented. 

“These countries will send the choicest 
samples of their grain. Mr. Wilson, as sec- 
retary of agriculture, must be interested.” 


WILSON UNMOVED BY PRAYERS. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 8.—[Special. }]—Sec- 
retary James Wilson refused to be moved to- 
day when told that various Chicago preachers 
had prayed for him as a result of his purpose 
to attend the meeting of the Internationa! 
Brewers’ association in that city as honorary 
president. He reaffirmed his determination 
to go to Chicago. 

He was told of the appeal made to Provi- 
dence by Arthur Burrage Farwell that he 
might see the light and not attend the con- 
vention. 

The secretary listened; but his face gave no 
trace of emotion. When it was finished he re- 
plied: “I have nothing to say—no comment 
whatgpoever. My plans are made, and I do not 
contemplate changing them. I have accepted 
the invitation to address and serve the con- 
gress. ‘That is all.”’

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DEATH IS SOUGHT 
- BY COLLEGE GIRL 


Settlement Worker Leaps Into 
Lake; Discarded Purse 
Holds Her Secret. 


SAVED AFTER A STRUGGLE 


The contents of a purse may solve the mys- 
tery of an attempt at suicide made yesterday 
afternoon by Miss Cecile Esty, a college 
graduate and settlement worker, who jumped 
into Lake Michigan at the foot of Oak street. 
The girl was rescued, but the pocketbook 
she had thrown far into the water was not 
recovered. 

Miss Esty is 22 years old. She lives at the 
home of Mrs. A. E. Altenburg, 8 West Erie 
street. About 1 o’clock she left the house, 
apparently in good health and spirits. A lit- 
tle after 2 o'clock two firemen, Charles Hault- 
man and Harry Schultz, strolling along the 
edge of the water, saw her poise herself and 
throw her handbag into the lake. 

They started toward her on a run, but 
while they were still a hundred feet away, 
she calmly removed her hat, threw it after 
the pocketbook, and plunged off the edge of 
the dock. 

Haultman and Schultz both jumped after 
her.

Then 
Haultman began 4 search for the pocket- 
book. 

Begs Rescuer Not to Seek Purse. 

Exhausted from her struggle and half 
fainting with excitement, the girl pulled her-

Then the 
boy, although bleeding profusely and suffer- 
ing, staggered and crawled as far as the 
steps of his home. There he fainted, but his 
last cry for help was heard and his father, 
William Boike, carried him into the house. 
A physician was called and the wound was 
dressed. But Carl’s injury was pronounced 
serious and his life hangs/in the balance.

John Hayes, the boy who did the shooting, 
returned to his home, 1986 Darrow street, late 
last night, sobbing hyeterically. He was 
turned over to Miss Helen Jewell, a juvenile 
probation officer. He is 15 years old. The 
other boys, whose ages range from 13 to 16 
years, were not arrested.

Which Refused Surrender. 


NEW PLEA TO POWERS 


Cavalry Sent Southward from Mon- 
astir to Invade New Dis- 
tricts Far Inland. 


ARABS MAY ATTACK INVADERS 


ROME, Oct. &~Official dispatches recefved 
today say: , 

“ Early this morning the ships of the frse 
Italfan squadron entered the roadstead at 
Tobruk, in Bomba bay, 250 miles east of Ben- 
gazi, Tripoli, where they founé ne Turkish 
warships. 

“ They summoned the garrison to surren- 
der, but the Turks replied with a flat refusal 
and hoisted the Turkish flag. The battle- 
ship Vittorio Emmanuelle opened fire. The 
first shots carried away the fag and made 
a large breach in the fort. 

“Rear Admiral Aubrey, commander in 
chief of the fleet, then landed several com- 
panies of marines, who overcame the resist- 
ance of the small Turkish force. The Ital- 
lans occupied the fort. A few Turkish soi- 
diers, who refused to abandon the fort with- 
out further fighting, were made prisoners.” 


Troops Sent to Prevesa. 

It wae reported this morning that a regi- 
ment of Turkish cavalry with six mountain 
guns and three field batteries left Monastir 
for the south. It is believed they have gone 


: to the Prevesa coast. 


Albania and Epirusere being hurriedly for- 
tified. The preparations perturb the Italiana, 
who féar that fhe TuFks are using the shelling 
of Prevesa and San Giovann! as a pretext to 
provoke a conflagration that will compel 
Austrian interference. 

The Italian authorities at Tripoli today is- 
sued a proclamation suppressing slavery. 
Tripoli was the only remaining port on the 
coast of Africa where slavery still prevailed, 
notwithstanding the efforts of Great Britain 
and France to prevent the traffic. 


Turkish Soldiers Surrender. 

Advices from Tripoli say that groups of 
Turkish soldiers are coming in to surrender. 
The Arabs, armed at the last moment by the 
garrison with rifles landed by the steamer 
Derna, are returning to Tripoli and offering 
their submission. 

Their only condition is that the Italian 
commander purchase their rifies for a few 
francs, which seems to show that not only 
are the Arabs not ready to fight for Turkey 
but also that a condition of starvation pre- 
vails among the natives. More than 20,000 
of these, it is reported, will soon be forced by 
hunger to return to the town. 

It is not known how the Turkish soldiers 
comprising the garrison are off for supplies, 
but it i believed they are near the minimum. 
It is possible, however, that they may pro- 
ceed into the interior for the purpose of arous- 
ing the Senouss! tribes and have them pro- 
claim a holy war against the invaders. 


Receive Details of Attack. 

The restoration of the cable between 
Tripoli and Malta, which was cut Oct. 1, hae 
enabled correspondents to get through their 
accounts of the bombardment and occupe- 
tion of the city. 

The Italians found 100 dead Turkish sol- 
diers when they landed. Some had been 
killed by falling walls. The streets were ut- 
terly deserted and ellent, but after some 
hours the natives began to reappear in little 
groups. They made signs of submission and 
said that they had been In the utmost misery. 
There had been five years of drought and «a 
scarcity of provisions on account of the 
blockade. They begged rice and corn 

The Italians fired 280 shells. One struck 
the house of the native interpreter of the 
German consulate and four were killed. 3t 
is reported that the Arabs are attacking the 
Jews at a place near Tripoli. Sailors with a 
Maxim gun were sent to restore order. 

The Italians found two great stores of am- 
munition at the Hamidie fort. An officer 
from the Verese blew up the ammunition. 
There was a terrific noise and a vast cloud 
of smoke spread over the town. 


Fear Effect in Turkey. 

The attitude of the Turkish government 
with regard to the Italians in the Ottoman 
empire is viewed with some concern, and the 
order of expulsion and the abolition of the 
capitulations, if carried into effect, may be 
the cause of serious complications. It is ex- 
pected that Germany, which now has the 
Italians in Turkey under their protection, 
would raise an objection to such action. 

Various reports are being received of anti- 


Italian riots, particularly in Saloniki, where 


the Italian consul is said to have been 
threatened with a revolver in his own house,

New Circular to Powers.

“A new situation is produced by the oo- 
cupation of Tripoli. The Ottoman govern- 
ment will ask the intervention of the powers 
to obtain an immediate cessation of hostili- 
ties pending negotiations for an arrangement 
upon a basis which will safeguarc the inter- 
ests of Italy while preserving the sovereignty 
of Turkey.”

LONDON, Oct. 8.—According to dispatches 
from Constantinople, American Ambassador 
Ww. W. Rockhill has been instructed from 
Washington to use his influence for peace. 
The ambassador will have an intepview to- 
morrow with Said Pasha. Russia is joining 
with the United States in this action. 

Most of the Constantinople correspondents 
agree that Turkey is renewing her efforts to 
gecure peace, but they differ as to the pro- 
cedure to be followed—whether by arbitration 
through a European conference or by some 
other meagps. 

According to reports from Rome, Italy, 
which at one time was ready topay Turkey @ 
jJarge compensation, now will pay nothing, 
although she would not impose a war indem- 
nity if peace were concluded soon. If hos- 
tilities are prolonged, however, the reports 
gay, Italy will insist upon a heavy indemnity.

Submit City Bridge and 
Funding Issues to Vote. 


Not Question Should Be on 
Separate Ticket. 


The corporation counsel's office and Chi- 
cago attorneys regarded as authorities on 
municipal bond issues are working to de- 
termine how the city can legally vote in 
November on the proposed bond issue of over 
$5,000 ,VUU. : 

Corporation Counse! Wil!'s a H. Sexton and 
Attorney, Charles N. Mitchell of tne election 
commissioners’ office discovered mst week 
that two sections of the election lew having 
direct bearing on municipal bond issues hed 
been renovated and amended in the recent 
seSsion of the legislature. These sections 
bad previously become invalid es far as vot- 
ing on bond issues was concerned, begauee of 
an amendment which created the little ballot. 

The attorneys are trying tp determine 
whether the little ballot is now invalid and 


be presented to the voters of Chicago on 
Nov. 7. 


Time Too Short to Test Law. 

The legal advisers of the city have @ month 
in which to find out. what the real status 
of the election law is and to discover how 
correctly to present the bond isgue to the 
voters. There is not enough time to test 
the law, and it will depend wholly on the 
wisdom of Corporation Counsel Sexton, At- 
torney Mitchell, and the other lawyers who 
have specialized on the subject whether the 
$5,000,000 bond issue will be legal after it 
is voted. 

In the original ballot law of 1891 sections 
18 and 14 provide among other things that 
“if a constitutional amendment or other 
public measure is submitted to a vote, such 
question shall be printed upon the ballot 
after the list of candidates.”’ 


Provides for “Separate Ballot.” 
This method of sybmitting such measures 
as bond issues to the voters was later changed 
by an amendment to the election laws which 
provided for the little ballot. The little ballot 
was created by section 16, which provided 
that “‘ whenever a constitutional amendment 
or other public measure is propased to be 
voted upon by the people the substance of 
such an amendment or other public measure 
shall be clearly indicated on a separate bal- 
lot.”” 

This separate ballot became known as the 
little ballot, and it was created for the pur- 
pose of separating «!l pyblic measures from 
party tickets. Corporation Counsel Sexton 
eaid yesterday that since the ticket became 
consolidated—al] party candidates appearing 
on one strip of paper—there is no need for the 
little ballot. 


Tangle of Amendments, 

Nevertheless, the little ballot has survived. 
But last ‘winter a legislator had sections 13 
and 14 of the baHot law amended. The 
amendment did not touch on public measures 
such as bond issues. It dealt with the order 
in which names of candidates must be placed 
on the general ballot. The amendment pro- 
vided that the candidate for each office who 
had received the greatest number of votes 
at the primaries should be given the first 
place on the balot. 
The legislature, according to Corporation 
Counsel Sexton, not only passed on this small 
amendment to sections 13 and 14. It also 
passed on other subjects in these sections, 
providing that all public measures shall be 
printed upon the ballot under the names of 
candidates. 


To Decide on Tuesday. 
“ Now, the question is whether section 16, 
providing for the little ballot. bas become 
invulidated because the legislature dusted 
off the older sections 13 and 14 and adopted 
them in full.”’ said Corporation Counsel Sex- 
ton. ‘* Im other words, we have to determine 
whether the little ballot has been killed. We 
are going to hold a conference in my office 
on Tuesday which will be attended by Judge 
Owens and Attorneys Charles B. Wood and 
Horace S. Oakley 
‘“‘T am not ready to give my own opinion 
as to how the Lond issue shall be presented. 
We shall *tave to canvass the law carefully 
so that the bond proposition will be legal this 
time. 
“The proposed bond issue, réeduced-by 
$130,000, is ‘the same which was declared 
illegal following the last election because 
the city clerk had issued the call improperly.” 
The bonds to be voted on consist of $4,655,- 
000 for bridges and $760 000 for funding judg- 
ments.

Rodgers was fully informed as to his direc- 
tions, but some one told the flier just before 
the start that the dra:nage canal, anpther 
marker of the route, ran near Hammond. 

After circling over Grant park Rodgers 
headed for Hammond to pick up the ‘‘canal.”’ 
Then he followed a méandering creek for 
what he estimates as fifteen miles. He be- 
came apprehensive and retraced his flight to 
Chicago, where he got his bearings again.

At a Buddhist Temple. 

After interminable miles—at least so it 
seemed—we fell out of the rickshaws in a 
heap. No puddling mill could have given us 
la worse pounding. We were at the great 
Buddhist temple. I had intended to tell you 
about Buddhism in China, but I can only 
introduce you to the material side of the 
cult; the significance of it all I must leave 
until another time. 

I have no time to describe this temple. 
There is too much ofit. There are too many 
details. What interested us most and will 
be more to your liking was a vesper service 
we had the good fortune to see. Even a de- 
scription of this in detail would seem com- 
monplace. It was the irreproduceable at- 
mosphere, the calm quiet of the monastery’s 
seclusion, its remoteness from iron works 
and civilization that made it so effective and 
unforgettable. 

The one who seemed to be head priest stood 
behind a curious drum, a block of wood 
hollowed out and carved in exact imitation of 
a sleigh bell. It looked old and had been 
finely lacquered. But where he beats it with 
4@ heavy club it is worn thin. From time to 
time another priest struck an interesting 
bronze instrument of a type which I believe 
_ Hi feund only in China and Japan. It is a 
| huge kettle mounted on a tripod. But there 
are openings near the bottom. Its walls are 
thick, covered with inscriptions; its tone deep 
and rich. The third man beat somethiag—I 
heve really forgotten what it was. 

I was just as much ‘{nterested itn the be- 
havior of the audience—a dozen or more 
hangers-on, a goodly share of them boys. 
who were interested in the strange pe 
from the far west. Apparently few visit. 
ever get out to this out of the way temple. 
Seemingly the lay Chinese and our guides 
were not conscious that a religious per- 


{ formance was taking place. We felt some- 


thing of reverence and probably showed it. 
They did not. They moved about, coughed, 
spat on the floor, made jokes at our expense, 
and tried to show us things we didn't want to 
see at that particular time. Didn't seem to 
bother the priests at all. They went on with 
the performance as if they: were automatons 
—as if they had been doing it for ages.

PARCELS POST LEGISLATION. 

The postmaster general has included in 
his estimates for the next fiscal year small 
appropriations to cover the cost of an ex- 
periment with the parcels post on the rura! 
free delivery routes and in the cities, and of 
an investigation having for its object the 
final establishment of a genera) parcels 
post system on all railroad and steamsfip 
lines. 

These recommendations should not make

If congress were to agree to them they 
would not give us the extensive and immedi- 
ate parcels post system the people and the 
president desire, but it would be a begin- 
ning.

TURKISH APPEAL TO ENGLAND. 
The Turkish message to King George 
reads: ‘How can a power like England 
ruling between eighty and ninety millions 
of Moslems regard with complaisant silence 
the declaration of war against the Ottoman 
nation and the blockade of Tripoli? Issuch 
policy in harmony with the present and 
future interests of England?” 

There are about 65,000,000 Moslems in 
India and 10,000,000 in Egypt. If they, 
and particularly those in India, were led to 
believe that the attitude of Great Britain 
concerning Tripoli indicates active hostility 
to their religion they could give British rnle 
in the east a severe shock. - The fighting 
races of India are mostly Mohammedans, 
while the Hindoos, who vastly outnumber 
them, are unwarlike. While it is among 
the latter that the spirit.of discontent with 
British domination is rife, they ought te be 
aware of the fact that if the British troops 
were withdrawn it would not be long before 
the Mohammedan chiefs were rulers of 
India as of old. Their rule would be much 
less tender than that of the English. 

The sultan of Turkey is the religious chief 
of the Moslems with the exception of those 
in Persia. He owes that exalted position to 
Turkey's possession of the “ holy places "— 
If Turkey were to lose 
them the sultan’s spiritual authority would 
begin to vanish. If he were now in a fit of 


‘desperation to proclaim a ‘“‘ holy war,” the 


consequences would no doubt be serious. 
French and German as well as English 
interests would be affected. There would 
be an excellent excuse for driving the Turks 
once for all ont of Europe, and perbaps for 
depriving the sultan of all his possessions. 

The Moslems of Egypt are \not.likely to 
make any trouble of theiz own in, even 
though the Tripolitans are next d r neigh- 
bors... As for those of India, they have re- 
mained unmoved while one and another 
province has been taken from Turkey. 
There seems to be no reason why they 
should rise in arms because of Tripoli. The 
native Mohammendan rulers are educated 
men. They know the strength of England 
and they have no special reason to complain: 
ef British rule. 

The Turkish appeal to British interests or 
fears is not likely to be heeded. Probably 
nothing will happen to interfere with the 
durbar to be held at Delhi next year, at 
which both the king and the queen intend to 
be present.

If they are 
excessively abundant, a torch is the best 
method of killing them. 

Meat markets, butcher shops, and milk 
factories find great difficulty in keeping 
them ot Sereens are of limited use be- 
cause the doors are being opened constantly. 

The bureau of animal industry advises 
that, in places of this type traps be used. 
A trap should be as large as a barrel ora 
three gallon bucket; at least.

Influenea or la grippe is undoubtedly contagious, 
particularly at certain seasons of the year. The 
wide spread of the disease, however, would make 
it impracticable to isolate those who are suffering 
from it and thus inféct the houses. The contagion 
ie transmitted by the alr and by personal con- 
tact. It is doubtful whether houses and clothing 
carry it. 

Disinfection of houses with permanganate of 
potash and formaléehyde is done as follows: 

fa] Seal tightly doors, windows, fireplaces, etc. 

fb] Freely expose all articles om the premtses. 

fc] For every thousand feet of air space use 
geven ounces of potash permanganate and sixteen 
ounces formaldehyde. 

[a] .Place a large vessel, one holding about eight 
gallons, tn the center of the foom; deposit the 
crystals of the potash permanganate in the vessel 
and pour the formaldehyde over it. One such out- 
fit should be employed for every thousand cubic 
feet- of air space in the house.

PROTECTING BABY FROM COLD. 
A. G. L. writes: ‘‘ Your discussipn on the 
ventilation of sleéping rooms was very inter- 
esting to me: We have followed the plan of 
allowing a current of pure air to pass through 
‘our room at night for the last fivé’'years, with 
most excellent results. We now have ea baby 
8 months old, but in following out this caqurse 
she at once begins to sneeze and show symp- 


toms of coryza, which cease when the door 
is closed and no currents of air are manifest. 
The window remains open, however, but, 
even #0, the room seems ‘ stuffy ' to us, who 
are accustomed to the former arrangement. 

“ Your remarks on ventilation seemed to be 
directed mainly to adults. Can you not say 
something on this subject referring to very 
young babies? ’ 


REPLY. 

We should say that your baby is catching cold. 
The currente of air chill the baby’s skin—take 
more heat from it than the baby can make. Mov- 
ing air abstracts more heat from the body by far 
than does still air. The first thing for you to do 
is to remove the immediate condition, and that ie 
not tp have currents of air play over the baby 
until such time as they do not cause it to sneeze 
and show symptoms of coryza. The next thing 
to do is to train the baby to be a better heat maker. 
Geverally it is a good plan to let the baby take 
one or two naps out of doors during each day. If 
this is dome it will usually be found that the baby 
will presently make enough of heat to be able to 
stand fresher air indoors. The air in the room 
where the baby is should then be gradually fresh- 
ened, increasing the amount of air currents from 
day to day until the baby can stand a cold and 
"blowy "' room without sneezing.

OPSALL, where King George is spend- 

‘ing the week with Earl Howe, lord 
chamberlain to his mother, Queen 
Alexandra, is one of the show places 

of the United Kingdom. It came into 

the possession of his family through mar- 
riage. Its original owner was a Birm'ngham 
fronmaster of the name of Charles Jennings, 
whose prizicipal title to fame is that he was 
the friend and patron of Handel, who spent 
much of his time as the guest of Jennings at 
Gopsall, where he wrote “ The Messiah "’ and 
“Israel in Beypt.’” many of his original 
scores being pteserved in the library at 


Gopsall. ° 
Jennings, on account of the splendor of his 


haps, too, by his love of ostentation, used to 
be known as ‘‘ Solomon the Magnificent,’’ and 
while he rendered an immense service to 
music and literature by his munificent patron- 
age of Handel and. by hie formation of the 
superb collection of rare Shakspeare folios 
(which weré ‘brought under the hammer in 
1907), he made himself somewhat ridiculous 
by publishing towards the close of his life an 
edition of some of Shakspeare’s plays on a 
plan of his own. 


~~ 

It was Jenninge who built Gopsall house itn 
its present form, about 160 years ago, on the 
site of a medieval castle which oad belonged 
to the Curzon family in the twelfth and thir- 
teenth centuries, but which had passed out of 
their possession. 

Jennings died without issue, and without 
leaving any will. It seems that a few days 
before his death, at the age of 07, he drove 
down to his lawyer's office for the express 
purpose of signing his will, but on reaching 
there found he had left his spectacies at home, 
so put off the matter until a later date, being 
meanwhile overtaken by the grim destroyer. 

His entire property, including Gopsall 
house, with all its literary-and musical treas- 
ures, as well as his enormous fortune, went 
in consequence thereof to his niece Esther, 
daughter of his enly sister, Elizabeth, and of 
her husband, William Hanmer of Flintshire. 


—— 

Esther Hanmer married the first Viscount 
Curzon, whose great-grandfather, Sir Na- 
thaniel Curzon, had married Sarah, daughter 
of William Penn, a cousin and namesake of 
the founder of Pennsylvania, and it isin this 
way that Penn manor, in Buckinghamshire, 
the ancestral home of the Penn family, ia to- 
day in the possession of Lord Howe. Border- 
ing om the Penn manor estate is the Quakers’ 
burial ground, known as Jordans, in which 
repose the ashes of William Penn, the founder 
of Pennsylvania, and his two wives. 

By this marriage of Esther Hanmer with the 
first Viscount Curzon, their lineal descendant, 
the present Darl Howe and Viscount Curzon, 
is also master of Gopsall and of the great 
Jennings fortune today. 

Lord Howe, who is an unele of the Dukes 
of Mariborough and of Roxburghe, as well 
as of Winston Churchill, the secretary of 
state for the home department, through his 
marriage with the late Lady Georgiana 
Spencer Churchill, bears a title that is not 
altogether unknown in this country. For 
the third Viscount Howe served as brigadier 
general in the American war of independence 
and fell at Ticonderog His brother, the 
fourth viscount, was the'celebrated admiral 
who received an earldom | for his naval vic- 
tory. The third brother, William, the fifth 
viscount, had chief command of the British 


establishment and of his equipages, and per- .

All these three brothers were grandsons of 
George I., their mother, the wife of the 
second Viscount Howe, having been a nat- 
ural daughter of that monarch by the Han- 
overian Countess Kielmansegg, whom he 
created a British peeress with the title of 
Countess Darlington; and of whom Thomas 
Carlyle and Thackeray draw unflattering 
portraits 


a 

Neither the third nor the fifth viscount left 
any children. The fourth viscount, namely, 
the admiral, left no son, but several daugh- 
ters, the eldest of whom, Sophia, inherited 
uis barony of Howe, but not his earldom, 
which became extinct. 

Sophia married Penn Curzon, the son of 
that first Viscount Curzon who by his uniong 
with old Jennings’ niece and hetress had be- 
come the owner of Gopsall house. 

The son of Sophia, Baroness Howe, and of 
her husband, the Hon. Penn Curzon, inher 
ited his paternal] grandfather's viscounty of 
Curzon, his mother’s barony of Howe. and 
was created Marl Howe by George IV. on 
the occasion of his coronation. He was fa- 
mous as one of the handsomest men of his 
day_and occupied the post of chamberlain 
and lord in waiting to Queen Adelaide, con- 
sort of William IV., until her death. 

There is no vestige of truth in the stories 
frequently printed, according to whith he 
secretly married Queen Adelaide. after the 
death of the king For his first wife, a 
daughter of the sixth Bar! Cadogan, died in 
1836; and not long afterward, severa) years 
before Queen Adelaide's demise, he con- 
tracted a second marriage with the daughter 
of Admiral Sir John Gore, Queen Adelaide 
being present at the wedding: He left a 


whole tribe of children some fourteen or | 


fifteen in number, and the present Earl Howe 
is his grandson.

No mention of Lord Howe (who is persona 
gratissima at court, and with all the royal 
family) would be complete without mention 
of the fact that, like most of the members 
of the House of Lords, he has been obliged 
to defend some of his honors against the at- 
tacks of claimants thereto. One of these 
claims was of the most extraordinary, not to 
say romantic description, the plaintift being 
George Willis. He based his pretensions on 
the plea that Sophia, Baroness Howe, who 
married the Hon. Penn Curzon, was not really 
the mother of the first Earl Howe of the 
present creation. She is recorded in the 
“ Peerages " and works of reference as hav- 
ing had two sons—George, who died in ir. 
fancy, and Richard, who became first Lord 
Howe. According to the contention of the 
claimant, this son Richard was in reality a 
supposititious child, the offspring of one Anne 
Oates, @ spinster, and was a child who had 
been acquired for the purpose of retaining 
the property of the family. Consequently, 
it was claimed, he had no right to succeed to 
the Gopsall estates, or to the Viscounty of 
Ourzon, or to the Barony of Howe. The 
claimant's own position in the matter was 
as one of the heirs of old Jennings, the Bir- 
mingham ironmaster, and creator of Gopsall

Needless to add the suit was thrown out of 
eourt. Furthermort, the claimant having 
pubHshed advertisements in the London pa- 
pers to the effect that the first Earl Howe 
was not the son of Sophia, Baroness Howe, 
and of the Hon. Penn Curzon, an injunction 
was issued against any further circulation 
of such misstatements, which were judicially

The union of the elevated roads and the 
willingness of President Britton I. Budd to 
answer inquiries has produced a crop of 
interesting letters from the patrons of 
‘these roads, to all of which*it would be 
impossible to give space. To print them 
would also be obviously futile, since they 
demand the immediate cure of evils which 
can be cured only by a subway. 

A patron of the Ravenswood branch of 
the Northwestern elevated, for instance,

As the loop and the old Congress street, 
North Water street, Market street, and 
Fifth avenue terminals are all being used 
to full capacity during the rush hours, it 
is obvious that any increase in the num- 
ber of trains to any one district would 
necessarily result in a decrease,jn the pro- 
portion of some other district, which also 
feels aggrieved. 

There are only three remedies: 

Lengthening of the loop platforms, which 
is opposed by property ewners on Lake and 
Van Burens streets and Wabash and Fifth 
avenues, and which is a mere makeshift at 
best. 

Throtgh routing of all loop trains, which 
elevated officials insist is impracticable, but 
which every one knows is not. 

The subway, which will take years to build 
and has not yet been begun. 

Letters touching this problem and con- 
taining practical suggestions will be con- 
sidered by The Friend of the People, but 
those which merely point out and complain 
of crowded conditions state a fact too 
obvious for repeated publication.

Loop Ticket Sellers Get Same 
For Ten Hours as They 
Did for Twelve. 


FIND MEN “KNOCK DOWN” 


Trial Proves Feminine Toilers 
More Honest, and They'll 
Not Lose Jobs. 


Women ticket sellers employed by the 
Chicago elevated railroads have won their 
fight against a wage reduction because of the 
ten hour law. 

Feminine agents on the loop now get the 
same pay for ten hours’ work that they did 
for twelve hours before the law became effec- 
tive. Those on the lines receive eleven hours’ 
pay for ten hours’ work. 

Officials of the union announced yesterday 
at a méeting of the Women's Trade Union 
league that the agreement had been reached 
with the company late Saturday night. It 
expires next June. Three hundred women 
are involved. 


Say Men Agents “Knock Down.” 

When the new law went into effect July 1 
the managers of the roads announced the 
Pay of the women would be reduced in pro- 
portion to the number of hourg they worked. 
They also said that eventually all the women 
would be discharged. 

The agents insisted they would not sub- 
mit to the reduction. Since then the union 
officials and the railway managers have held 
conferences almost deily. The managers 
argued that most ef the women were “old 
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maids or widows,” and that they could not 
earn as much money at any other work, even 
after the reduction. 

The entire extra list of women agents was 
discharged, besides a number of regular em- 
ployés. Men were put in their places. Moet 
of them proved unsatisfactory, the union 
officials assert, and after two months’ trial 
the companies decided they must retain the 
women. 

Officials say they found the women honest, 
with hardly an exception, while some of the 
new men agents “ knocked down” as much 
as $90 a day. 


South Side Employes Organize. 

Recently the 900 employes of the South 
Side Elevated road unionized. The agree- 
ment includes the agents of this road. Pre- 
vious to the organization the South Side 
ticket agents made no open protest egainst 
the reduction. 

Miss Mary McDowell, vice president of the 
Women's Trade Union league and head of 
the University of Chicago Settlement, told 
of the recent tabor uprisings in England, 
where she was when they took place.

Simple Joys and Sorrows 
at the Cort.

HE REV. MR. ROP’S homely tale of honest 
hearts and willing hands reacned the foot- 
lights via Miss Edith Ellis last evening 
at the Cort and s@emingly diverted a 
gathering composed of playgoers from 

whose Mbraries, one imagines, the works of that 
author are absent. 
forming the plot were accepted with ardor, and 
the acting thereof, which was excellent in most 
cages, was surprisingly appreciated. No evi- 
dence was vouchsafed that the play is likely 
to be an important acquisition to the American 
drama or that the financial results accruing to 
the producers will be stupendous, But it is a 
plain story, plainly told, full of easy old time 
sentiment and easy old time comedy. The 
“b’gosh” element was pleasantly underworked, 
and, considering ths source from Which the en- 
tertainment came, there was not much mawkish- 
ness. Perhaps I am doing Mr. Roe an injustice 
by that qualifying remark, since my acquaint- 
ance with his contributions to letters is con- 
fined to a comparatively uninterested perusal of 
his agricultural treatise, “Success in the Quiti- 
vation of Small Fruits,” a composition which 
had the honor of being translated into French 
and Japanese, according to the Encyclopedia 
Britannica. There is, however, a tradition con- 
cerning Mr. Roe’s fiction, and that tradition im- 
plies that my confrére, Miss Libbey, had noth- 
ing on him when it came to the ready tear in- 
spired by the appealing misdaps of the harassed 
heroine.

And Mr. Roe’s heroine certainly is harassed, 
Intercepted on her way to the poor farm, 
whither her first false step has directed her, 
she encounters the grouchy but noble James 
Holcroft, farmer, who neéds a woman on his 
farm. Precipitately he marries her—-so precip- 
itately, in fact, that the audience last evening 
laughed when the proposition—not proposal— 
was madé to her, despite the exquisite natural- 
ness with which Mr, Frederic Burton and Miss 
May Buckley acted the scene. Of course there- 
after the ill despised neighbors shunned the 
Holeroft place, and thus a minor note was in- 
troduced into the idyllic symphony ‘whose mel- 
o@y otherwise submerged the Holcroft house- 
hold. The press agent promised us a mob there 
in the second act, with the evil villagers en- 
gaged In spectacular onslaught upon Mr. Hol- 
croft and his wife in name only. But in place 
of the mob, between the acts there was a male 
quartet which rendered from a box a selection 
Hitled “O You Baby Doll”; so no important 
disappointment ensued. When one comes to 
think of it, there was a mob, in the spacious 
person of Mrs, Stuart Robson, who filled the 
atage aS completely as if Mr. Brady had beén 
doing the producing. Mrs. Robson itmperson- 
ated that glad feature of the everyday drama, 
the militant: lady with the subdued husband 
who finally rebels. She managed to make 
everything very miserable for the distraught 
heroine, for she was the social leader of Oak- 
dale, and minus her sanction no one in the 
village dropped in at teatime,

Just when Miss Buckley had begun to get a 
profit out of her chickens and her bees, and 
Mr. Burton was evincing a sentimental in- 
terest in her presence on thé farm, and there 
were flowers, and pretty sunsets and soft 
words and trees, the sly betrayer came back, 
trying to break up the happy prospectus. For 
a few minutes it seemed that he might do so, 
for he entered with the expressed determina- 
tion to make the heroine a “ good woman ”"— 
something which she had ever evinced a desire 
to be made. S8uperfludusly it may be. stated 
that this unpleasant person exited gracefully 
with the usual sneer, and that at the end 
Mr. and Mrs. Holcroft were to be seen in 
their first fond embrace,

To Mr. Burton's honest, sincere, and delight- 
fully natural acting of the man who fell in 
love with his wife much of the pleasure afford- 
ed by the play may be attributed. He cheats 
less than any other actor of his school Miss 
Buckley, too, has discarded nearly all of her 
supersweetness and is quite earnest and at- 
tractive as the lady of the sorrows, The oth- 
ers, whose names will be seen above, are dex- 
terous without exception——Mr. Harrigan as a 
young book agent and Mr, Bradshaw as the 
subdued husband of the social leader being 
particularly effective. There also are délicious 
bits of broad comedy by Miss Murray and 
Mr. Craig; and Miss Mildred Morris as one of 
those furtive, forlorn little girls inspires con- 
siderable sympathy, which is her function.

Brilliant Present of Song.

INGING and music—most admirable 

singing and not too much music of the 

serious variety—were offered by Mme, 

Bernice de Pasquali and Sig. Antonio 

Scotti at the first concert of the season 
yesterday afternoon in Orchestra hall. Their 
program included many well worn excerpts 
from the operas and a few songs of the kind 
that blena sweetly with the conversation of 
London drawing rooms. Furthermore, it was 
unduly long. But so finished was the art 
with which it was presented that the pubilc 
demanded an encore or two for every number, 
This circumstance, together with the fact that 
the audience was large in numbers as well as 
in enthusiasm, would seem to indicate that 
the public is hungry for 6ong after the hiatus 
of the summer solstice. 

It was as well, perhaps, that the preface 
to the strenuous music making of the next 
eight months should not be t serious, We 
are inclined to be much too earnest about our 
music, If there is a lesson which our public 
really neéds to learn it fs that ail music—the 
worthy as well as the trivial—is meant to be 
enjoyed because of the beauty that its in it. 
And all of the beauty of melody that has 
been assembled by the judiciously selective 
talents of Leoncavallo in the “ Prologue’’; that 
Gounod’s more spontaneous gifts wrought into 
the “Dio Possente,” that afterthought of his 
most popvlar opera “ Faust,” which proves 
how exvtellent are some afterthoughts; that 
the sunny genius of Mozart expended upon 
the simple measures of the “ Serenata re and 
the “drinking song” from “Don Giovanni, 
was set forth by Sig. Scott! with that perfec- 
tion of art which is his to command, 

The eminent baritone of the Metropolitan 
Opera needs no recommendation to the Ameri- 
can public. He represents all that is best in 
Italian song. The rich, warm tone, the per- 
seetly sustained phrase, the power of dramatic 
empnasis, all are elements of beauty and of 
eloquence that impart to his art with its rare 
écompleteness. The platitudes of the prologue 
he was able to endow with seeming sincerity; 
the Gounod aria was a study in restraint, in 
the moving power of dramatic contrast, and in 
conviction of a great climax. And, best of all, 
the Mozart Numbers were models of that inter- 
pretative simplicity and economy s0 rarely en- 
countered in the artificial world of opera. His 
encores were two Neapolitan songs which 
seemed to have sprung into being from the 
pure joy in song itself, so spontaneous 


unconsidered was their form and utterance; and | 


the jovial strains that Verdi has put into the 
mouth of the good Sir John Falstaff. 

Mme. de Pasquali is one of the many Ameri- 
can singers to advance from the unimportant 
beginnings of the lyceum cifcuit to the dignity 
of a place in the artistic ranks of the Metro. 
politan opera. She is now proving her right 
to be regarded as one of the leaaing coloratura 
sopranos of the present. Her voice possesses 
perhaps less of that unduly bright quality 
that belongs to its type, while in flexibility ana 
in control of all manner of vocal pyrotechnics 
the need fear comparison with none of her 
famous sisters.

Today in Chicago the stranger from without 
the city’s gates will observe that all the love- 
ly women he sees upon the streets are wear- 
ing hobble skirts—a delicate recognition o 
the famous animal kicket which is now the 
civic emblem of Chicago, All male Chica- 
geoans today will be observed drinking milk 
punches, also a delicate compliment to Mrs. 
O'Leary's cow, and those who are permanent- 
ly or temporarily upon the water wagon have 
received special dispensation from Arthur Bur- 
rage Farwell to partake deeply of buttermilk. 

Rome had a she wolf as ita emblem, the 
proud British empire has & lion and a unicorn, 
Russia a bear, Germany a Gouble headed eagle, 
the United States the baldheaded eagle, but 
Chicago is prouder than 4@ll these in showing 
homage to the meek eyed cow. Tare cow stands 
as emblematic of a new and a bigger Chi- 
cago. She also to the Chicago mind conveys 
a deeper meaning, which !s: 

“Never Put Your Hind Foot tn a Kerosene 
Lamp.” 
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The great popularity of the cow in Chicago 
and the adoption of the animal as the city’s 
emblem has come only with recefit years, Even 
now all old animosity against the animal, 
which endured for some years after that lit- 
tle affair over in Mrs. O'Leary's barn on the 
west side, has not been entirely wiped away, 
the health commissioners of the city still re- 
quiring milk to be pasteurized. 

‘This antagonism to ae cow, a natural 
enough feeling when people were walking 
around looking at the blackened ruins of 
Chicago and saying, “ Doggoné that cow,” was 
for a decade or two most pronotinced in the 
city.

Forty years ago New York first heard that 
there was a city in the west called Chicago 
and that it was Hable at some not far distant 
day to become a dangerous rival. There are, of 
course, Many in New York who will even 
“today insist that they. have never heard of Chi- 
cago, but this is mere vanity. But forty years 
ago, according to the man who was himself a 
member of the conspiracy, New York deter- 
mined that the greatness of Chidago should be 
throttied in its incipiency.

Toronto, Ont., Oct. 8.—([Special.]}—Delegates 
to the Methodist ecumenical conference took 
possession today of nearly every pulpit in 
Toronto and its suburbs, Among the Chicago 
delegates who preached were the Rev. D. G, 
Downey, the Rev. S. J. Herben, and the Rev, 
W. O. Shepard. 

The Metropolitan church of Toronto, the 
seat of the ecumenical conference, was filled 
at three services, and hundreds were -turned 
oway. 

The Rev. J. R. Day, chancellor of Syracuse 
university, New York, preached the morning 
sermon, and the Rev. W. H. Fitchett of Vic- 
toria, Australia, preached in the evening. 

“The religious aspects of industry and 
labor” were discussed at the afternoon plat- 
form meeting, at which Charles W, Fairbanks, 
former vice president of the United States, 
was one of the speakers, “Industrial peace, 
like the world’s peace, toward which the 
church is moving, can come only through the 
influence of Christianity,” he said, 

“Religion demands that the child and 
woman should be protected. The child ought 
not to be stunted physically or morally in its 
growth. Women ought to receive an equal 
Wage with men for similar work. Inequality 
of wages for like service is an affront to the 
Christian religion. Oriental nations never 
will compete with the western nations wntil 
the standard of motherhood fe lifted to an 
equality with fatherhood, 

“The arousing of the Christian conscience 
overthrew the opium traffic in China, the 
Louisiana lottery in «ae United States, and 
will yet bring the iniquitous Niquor traffic 
under the restraints of the law. Take religion 
out of industry and commerce and we shall 
have fallen on evil times,” . 

R. W. Bssex, a London manufacturer and a 
member of parliament representing Stafford, 
@epoke from a world view, é 

“The church, represented in its missionary 
work,” he said, “has been educating those 
who are to become its masters. The Chinese 
are the gréatest commercial geniuses in the 
world. Africa will yet supply the world with 
its fruits and other products of its fertile 
land. We are just beginning to feel the pinch 
of competition. Civil war is over, but indus- 
trial war has just begun. It is a serious ques- 
tion, but the gospel can meet it,”

Sausage Meat. 


T used to be a wonder—it is a wonder 
still—that thrifty homemakers who put 
up or lay down their own meats could 
do so much with one small porker, to 
say nothing of one big hog. 
The operation of getting the porker stuck, 
and hung, and stretched is not one to dwell 
upon, but this over, there begins that most 
wonderfully versatile disposal of the different 
parts of the animal, Pork barrel, lard pail, 
sausage skins are filled, hams and bacon 
smoked, head cheese made, and pigs’ feet 
pickled. 

The raising of a pig, once considered a neces- 
sity, now is considered a sort of esthetic per- 
formance by those who are fastidious about 
their meats, and the making of sausage meat— 
the nearest thing to this in our markets is the 
farm sausage—one of the finer processes 
which go to supplying a bountiful larder, 
Notice that it was from the pig, as it were, 
that we get this name, which originally meant 
the place where the meat was stored before 
cooking, but whose meaning has been ex- 
tended considerably, 

a 

The bologna sausage was one of the first for- 
eign sausages to become well known in our 
country. Miss Leslie gives a recipe for them, 
adding her almost inevitable prim touch— 
“Few ladies eat them,” 

Bologna Sausages.—Take three pounds of 
the lean of a round of corned or salted beef 
and three pounds of the lean of corned or salt+ 
ed pork. Boil them for an hour in separate 
pots. Take them up, let them grow cold, and 
chop them eeparately. Chop also very fine 
two pounds of the fat of bacon and one pound 
of beef suet. When these things are all sepa- 
rately minced, mix them well together, sea- 
soning them well with chopped sage, sweet 
marjoram, black pepper, and powdered mace. 
Also, if liked, two or three boiled onions 
minced very small. Have ready some of the 
large skins cOmmonly used for these sausages 
—they must have been washed and scraped 
until quite transparent. Fill them with the 
above mixture, stuffing it in hard and evenly 
with a sausage stuffer, sewing and tying both 
ends securely. Put the sausages into a brine 
or pickle—such as is made for ham—of salt, 
brown sugar, and 
and strong enough to bear up an egg. Let 
the sausages remain a week fn this pickle, 
turning them every day, and keeping It close- 
ly covered. Then take them out and hang 
them up to dry, tied in strings or links. Smoke 


_them for a week over a fire of oak sticks or 


corncobs. Afterward rub them with salad 
oil, which is much the better for being mixed 
with ashes of vine twigs. Sausages mad 
faithfully as above will be found equal to the 
real bologna by the lovers of this sort of

My visit to the University of Ulinois will 
ever be a red letter day to me I went ex- 
pecting to see an ordinary fine university, and 
hoped for a pleasant greeting from the uncer- 
graduates, but was quite unprepared to tind 
such an up to date, elaborate shrine of edu- 
cation and find such a warm welcome await- 
ing me. 

I never have seen in our country any such 
a comprehensive and farreaching sysiem as 
that comprised in the campus of Illinois uni- 
versity. Certains y at home we have fine col- 
leges and also ‘schools of engineering and 
agriculture, etc., but nowhere are they con- 
gregated all.together as one university. 
Likewise the system of women as well as 
men being undergraduates is something en- 
tirely new toa Britisher. I am afraid I came 
away with a great deal of the pride of our 
own educational methods taken out of me, 
and felt that the.young, vigorous institutions 
of U. 5. A. can teach us much; and though 
we have great antiquity, amounting to almost 
@ sacred halo, attached to such institutions as 
Oxford and Cambridge. yet this all is equaled 
quite by the majesty of the youth, who have 
built up quite as sacred a place, with equal 
serenity, and from all I coul& see, just as 
high ideals as the highest in our colleges. 

Illinois Will Be Favorite. 

Although I may visit a hund.ed ot colleges 
in America, it, will a'ways be Illinois, lilinois 
for me, and I shall attend all their matches 
that is possible, and how! to beat the band at 
their successes. I shall aleo try and study 
the “ Osky Wow-Wow'"’ and other calls. I 
wish I had the /ittle man who led the calls on 
the football ground to coach me. His lead- 
ing was splendid, so graceful, so invigorat- 
ing, that Lut for the fear of making false 
Sotes I would have joined in thr: calls myself. 
* Rising early and piloted by my good friend 
and host. Mr. Huff, who I should say is quite 
the best loved and most popular figure in the 
outdoor life of the students, his bearing, 
personality, and evidently strenuous happi- 
ness of his work calls for all that ‘s best in 
his army, the students. we visited all the 
various buildings In the campus. I was par- 
ticularly struck by the agricultural section 
and also by the engineering section. Any 
lad who has such advantages and fails to 
‘prosper afterwards in life must have mis- 
fapplied his time and wasted his opportun!- 
ties. There seems nothing lacking, practi- 
cally every branch of science, art, and trade 
ean be learned. It is all there waiting for 
the fortunate citizens of America to help 
themselves and go in and come out with a! 
the necessary armor to carry them strongly 
through the battle of life. 


_ Visits University Club. 

At the University club I was honored by 
meeting the professors and we had a most 
cordial, enjoyable meal. The venerable vice 
President was present. It put the finishing 
‘touch, for he is part of the college, having | 
been there since its inception, and such nice 
things were said that I blushed, knowing in 
‘my inner heart how poorly I deserved them. 
Afterwards the great event of the day came. 
That was the football match against Milli- 
kin college. 

It was my first American football match. 
and I had been eagerly looking forward fo 
weeks to see one. Unfortunately, from the 
start it was apparent that Illinois had it all 
their own way and could play as a cat does 
with a mouse with their opponents, but I saw 
enough of American football to make me an 
enthusiast and I quite love the game. I had 
heard it so strongly criticised as a dan gerous 
game that I was agreeably surprised. I

TWO SITUATION. 


(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER ] 

New York, Oct. 8.—[Special.J—So nearly 
did the day-to-day fluctuations of the stock 
market last week offset each other that the 
net movement was inconsequential. 

Such change as there was, however, was 
toward improvement, for the general level 
of prices at the week's close was fraction- 
ally higher than on the previous Saturday. 
At the same time trading dropped off sharp- 
ly, the week's record representing at once a 
quieting down and a slight hardening of the 
market. 

Traders and investors are confronted by a 
two sided situation. It would be easy to 
cite severa) factors which, viewed of them- 
selves, would seem to command support for 
the belief that from the present level of 
securities prices and from the present vol- 
ume of business a forward movement of 
considerable proportions could reasonably 
be counted on. 


Some Optimistic Features. 

Such, for instance, are the general crop out- 
look, which is not up to record figures, but 
whose average, nevertheless, is not bad, par- 
ticularly in view of the increasing promise 
of a record cotton crop; the sound condition 
of business, even though current conditions 
are responsible for reduced operating profits; 
the ease in money here and some improve- 
ment in the financial situation abroad, 
thanks, in part, to credits extended by our 
bankers; the maintenance of railway eary- 
ings ata fairly high level, and the beginning 
of expansion in stédl trade production, as was 
illustrated by last week’s report of the coun- 
try’s iron production, showing for the second 
consecutive month an increase in fron out- 
put, which has now extended to the merchant 
furnaces of the country as well as to those 
operated in connection with stee) plants. 


Offset by Other Things. 

To these other satisfactory elements might 
be added, but all, tn the minds of a great 
many persons, are offset by.other considera- 
tions, most of them more or less closely allied 
with politics, though underlying some of 
them are economic problems of serious pro- 
portene. 


CONTINENT “WANTS BILLS. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNEB.] 

LONDON, Oct. 8—With the turn of the 
month monetary conditions in Paris and 
Berlin have tmproved—hence renewed con- 
tinental demand for bills and some weaken- 
ing in interest rates, despite heavy gold ex- 
ports. However, a drain on London is ex- 
pected at this time of the year. Exports te 
Egypt are normal, while those to Turkey 
are connected with the war. 

The city is not easy in its hind ebout the 
financial state of Brazil, which is taking 
back the gold she unexpectedly sent over in 
connection with the rubber corner.

$7,500,000, as well as a large withdrawal of 
coin and notes for home circulation, yet the 
reserve is still more than $9,000,000 above the 
reserve of the corresponding week last year.
